Eating at home 

Initiatives spring up to promote locally grown foods

A growing crop of 
locavores are going 
bananas for local food, 
proving they are what 
they eat. 

Economic uncertainty 
has sprouted a movement 
toward keeping produce 
and profit in the Edmonton 
area, cultivating a crop of 
locals working together to 
keep each other fed. 

“Knowing the farmers 
that grow my food can 


make a living is critically 
important. More of the 
money we’re spending on 
food can stay in our com¬ 
munity,” said Jessie Radies, 
organizer of the Good Food 
Box Project, one of two re¬ 
cent initiatives to make 
eating local easier. 

Radies feels scant distri¬ 
bution prevents people 
from eating home-grown, 
so the Good Food Box was 
bom. Starting in July, box¬ 
es of mixed farm fresh pro¬ 
duce will be dropped week¬ 
ly on doorsteps. 

Organizers will be dan¬ 
gling a carrot in front of 
this year’s recipients, run¬ 
ning the pilot program for 


just six weeks. If successful, 
the initiative will last the 
entire growing season next 
year. Growers in the city’s 
mral north-east are ship¬ 
ping produce to Alberta 
Hospital for sorting. A por¬ 
tion of the food will also be 
grown by patients in the 
hospital’s garden. 

“This is, hopefully, the 
beginning of a local distri¬ 
bution system,” Radies 
said. 

Community rebuilding 
in Edmonton’s most notori¬ 
ously dodgy area is an on¬ 
going effort. The launch of 
a year-round fresh market 
at the Alberta Avenue Com¬ 
munity League is one step 


closer to grassroots unity, 
organizer Christy Morin 
said. The Thursday market 
not only allows people in 
the area access to fresh pro¬ 
duce, she said, but has a lo¬ 
cally grown mandate. 

The market will make 
118 Avenue a destination 
point, she said. 

“People come down to 
the Ave and see a definite 
change. A lot of negative 
influences are moving on,” 
she said. “It’s not a hope 
anymore, it’s becoming re¬ 
ality.”

Halifax Cyclists of all ages 
and skill levels, and other 
self-propelled people on 
wheels, rode over to the Hali¬ 
fax Commons yesterday af¬ 
ternoon to celebrate sustain¬ 
able and active transport¬ 
ation. The open street party 
was part of HRM Bike Week, 
which kicked off last Friday 
and runs through Sunday. 
OTTAWA Over the weekend, 
Bicycles for Humanity — a 
volunteer-run grassroots or¬ 
ganization — collected more 
than 400 bicycles in a drive 
that will help improve access 
to health care, education, 
food, and employment for 
people in need. 

TORONTO OpenCity Projects, 
a three-year-old consultancy 
firm, uses strategic design to 
make public spaces and the 
communication between 
Toronto communities more 
meaningful experiences. Last 
year, the firm partnered with 
the City of Toronto to enlist 
third-year industrial design 
students to identify opportu¬ 
nities to enhance neighbour¬ 
hood experiences. 

CALGARY The Lilac Festival 
drew record crowds yester¬ 
day expected to surpass 
100,000 people. 4th St. BRZ 
director Jennifer Rempel said 
“We had two private 
businesses give us free park¬ 
ing for our visitors... and 
every year the support keeps 
growing." 

VANCOUVER In Vancouver, 
Oscar-winner Goldie Hawn 
joined several local commu¬ 
nity leaders at a gala held by 
the Face the World Founda¬ 
tion this weekend that 
raised about $800,000 for 
various charities in that city.

Son goes cross-country for cancer

A young Winnipeg man 
has been moved to do a 
bicycling trek across Cana¬ 
da to raise funds for cancer 
research after his father, 
the president of the Win¬ 
nipeg Blue Bombers, was 
stricken with the illness in 

2004. 

During an Edmonton 
stop at Commonwealth 
Stadium yesterday, 20- 
year-old Wes Bauer said 
hearing that his father Lyle 
Bauer, a former offensive 
lineman, had a cancerous 
tumour in his throat came 
as a shock since his dad 
was so athletic. 

“When he was in his 
prime, he would bench 
430 and I never thought 
our family would be affect¬ 
ed by cancer,” said Bauer, 
who is expected to arrive 
in St. John’s, N.L., in Au¬ 
gust. 


“Then when 2004 rolled 
in, when he told me about 
it, this was something that 
took me back. Now I am 
seeing how many people 
are affected by this disease 
and we need to do some¬ 
thing as Canadians.” 

Bauer has been riding 
the bike to raise funds for 
the Never Alone Founda¬ 
tion during his Chase the 
Cure trek and he plans to 
stop off at every city where 
there is a CFL team. 

Edmonton Eskimos CEO 
and president Rick 
LeLacheur donated an au¬ 
tographed helmet, which 
will be auctioned off for 
charity — something 
LeLacheur feels is an im¬ 
portant cause. 

“While we are competi¬ 
tive on the field, we are a 
family off the field,” said 
LeLacheur. 

“Wes’s dad went 
through a lot and we want¬ 
ed to do something.” 

Funds raised by Chase 


the Cure will stay in the 
provinces where they were 
raised, said Bauer, who has 


so far raised $5,500 in Al¬ 
berta.

Search for missing man yields no leads 


Charges laid in stabbing; 
man in serious condition 


stabbing An Edmonton 
man is now facing an at¬ 
tempted-murder charge af¬ 
ter someone with several 
stab wounds collapsed in 
the backyard of a south¬ 
east neighbourhood home 
Saturday. 

Police say a man was do¬ 
ing yard work near 107 Av¬ 
enue and Hardisty Drive 
when a bloodied man 
stumbled into the back¬ 
yard and collapsed some¬ 
time around 12:30 p.m. 

The homeowner quickly 
dialed 9-1-1 and immedi¬ 
ately began first-aid before 


paramedics rushed the 28- 
year-old to hospital, where 
he remains in serious but 
stable condition, police 
said. It didn’t take long for 
investigators to identify a 
suspect who was later ar¬ 
rested. 

Both the victim and the 
suspect are known to each 
other, but it’s not believed 
the attack is gang- or drug- 
related, say police. 

Michael Hancock, 23, 
was charged with attempt¬ 
ed murder, possession of a 
weapon and robbery. 

METRO EDMONTON 
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Rescue dogs scoured Ed¬ 
monton’s south river val¬ 
ley all weekend, with still 
no sign of Dylan Koshman. 

The 21-year-old mysteri¬ 
ously disappeared on Oct. 
11. Since then, small 
armies of searchers have 
covered ground in the val¬ 
ley, hunting for any small 
sign of his presence. 

“We’re just trying to 
close some doors and get 
closure,” his father, Dan 
Koshman, said yesterday. 

Though the family has

explored much of the area, 
trained dogs from the 
Canadian Search and Dis¬ 
aster Dogs association 
crossed patches of land off 
their list yesterday. 

“The dogs can get into 
areas we can’t, so we know 
for certain he’s not there,” 
Dan said. 

Trainer Richard Le said 
even if Dylan’s body was 


frozen in the North 
Saskatchewan over the 
winter, it would not im¬ 
pact the dogs’ ability to lo¬ 
cate him. 

“By now, areas will be 
thawed, so they’ll be able 
to pick up the scent,” he 
said. 

The family travels from 
Moose Jaw, Sasic., periodi¬ 
cally to search for Dylan. 
As long as the dogs are 
available, the groups will 
continue weekend search¬ 
es together until he’s 
found. 

“We want answers as to 
what happened to our 
boy,” Dan said. 


Most of seniors' 
centre torched 
by morning fire

Hoslcer says roughly half 
of all the residents in the 
complex will be staying 
with family and friends, 
while the rest will be 
moved to a facility owned 
by the same company in 
the Riverbend area. 

Volunteers were on 
scene at the complex 
handing out emergency 
toiletry kits. 

Fire officials say 18 units 
were dispatched to the 
blaze and there is no word 
on a cause or a damage es¬ 
timate.

Border rules tighten 

Officers to scold those without proper ID, says rep 


The American border 
tightens today — sort of. 

Despite new documenta¬ 
tion requirements coming 
into effect today, Canadi¬ 
ans will still be allowed 
across the U.S. border with¬ 
out a passport or enhanced 
driver’s licence during this 
summer travel season. 

They’ll just be scolded a 
little. 

“We’re going to be flexi¬ 
ble, we’re going to go on a 
case-by-case basis,” said 
Joanne Ferreira, spokesper¬ 


son for U.S. Customs and 
Border Protection. 

“Travellers that do not 
have the documents, they 
might face delays as our 
(border) officers will have 
to confirm their identity 
and citizenship,” she said. 
“But we’re encouraging 
travellers to continue with 
their travel plans and to 
apply for their documents 
— if they don’t have them, 
to apply now.” 

Ferreira said officials will 
record each time someone 


crosses without the proper 
travel documents, which 
means travellers might 
face delays if they continue 
to set out without the 
proper identification. And 
they will probably be repri¬ 
manded. Sarah Hubbard, 
the vice-president of gov¬ 
ernment relations for the 
Detroit Regional Chamber, 
said confusion over what 
documents are needed is 
contributing to decreased 
border traffic.

The Toronto Star/Angus 
Reid survey shows the Liber¬ 
als have a two-point lead na¬ 
tionwide and are making 
gains in Ontario, British Co¬ 
lumbia and Quebec, 
provinces that will be key in 
the next election. 

Meanwhile, NDP Leader 
Jack Layton has doused cold 
water on the possibility of 
an election call in the com¬ 
ing weeks, saying his party 
won’t be seeking to topple 
the minority Conservative 
government. “We won’t be 
moving a non-confidence 


motion. We’re going to try 
to move motions that get re¬ 
sults for people,” Layton told 
CTV yesterday. “As to what 
the other parties will do, of 
course they’ll have to make 
up their own minds, and 
we’re prepared for an elec¬ 
tion if it comes to it.” 

Election speculation has 
ramped up in recent weeks, 
fuelled by opposition de¬ 
mands to reform employ¬ 
ment insurance and the 
Conservatives’ own ad cam¬ 
paign that attacks Ignatieff’s 
34 years abroad. However, 
while 42 per cent of poll re¬ 
spondents said their opin¬ 
ion of Ignatieff worsened af¬ 
ter seeing the ad, 50 per 
cent said their opinion of 
Harper also worsened.

Abortion doctor shot to 
death at church service 


A Kansas doctor who was 
a controversial provider of 
so-called “late-term” abor¬ 
tions was shot and killed 
at his church yesterday, lo¬ 
cal media reported. 

The Wichita Eagle news¬ 
paper reported that 67-year- 
old George Tiller, a long¬ 
time target of anti-abortion 
activists, was shot to death 
as he walked into services at 
at Reformation Lutheran 
Church. Police are search¬ 
ing for a white male who 


fled the scene after shoot¬ 
ing Tiller with a handgun, 
local media reported. 

Tiller’s clinic in Wichita 
has been the site of mass 
protests by anti-abortion 
groups and was bombed in 
1985. Tiller was shot and 
wounded by an abortion op¬ 
ponent in 1993. 

Abortions are generally 
considered late-term when 
they are performed after 
the 20th week of gestation 
on fetuses potentially old 


enough to survive outside 
the womb. 

Anti-abortion group Oper¬ 
ation Rescue said it was 
shocked by the news. 

“We denounce vigilan- 
tism and the cowardly act 
that took place this morn¬ 
ing. We pray for Mr. Tiller’s 
family that they will find 
comfort and healing that 
can only be found in Jesus 
Christ,” the group said in a 
statement on its website.

Vikings were a scrappy, 
warrior-like people, living 
in one of those periods of 
histoiy when life was

“over-dip.” Suddenly, we 
shot past the other boats. 
The fact that they were prac¬ 
tising paddling backward at 
the time didn’t dampen our 
excitement for a moment. 

Will I do it again? Ab¬ 
solutely. I am Viking. Hear 
me roar. Now, I’m going 
right out to get some Lulule- 
mon pants.

Some positive news about bus service

As much as I’m sure most 
Edmontonians are ecstatic 
about the constant stream of 
LRT announcements, it’s 
nice to hear something posi¬ 
tive about bus service. 

Dubbed “premium bus 
service,” routes with dedicat¬ 
ed lanes, control over traffic 
signals, and limited stop¬ 
ping are planned to serve 


north, west, and southeast 
Edmonton. 

Each of the routes serves 
corridors that have been un¬ 
der consideration for LRT 
service at one time or anoth¬ 
er, with the potential to 
serve as precursors to fur¬ 
ther LRT extension. 

Unfortunately, this ap¬ 
proach continues the focus 
on one demographic, one 
time of day, and one destina¬ 
tion: Downtown peak hour 
office commuters. 

All of Edmonton’s 
planned LRT runs through 
downtown, as do the 
planned premium bus 
routes. 

The upshot is the system 


is first and foremost geared 
to serve white-collar com¬ 
muters. However, three out 
of four transit trips are made 
by bus, in many cases along 
corridors that will never be 
served by LRT. 

If your daily trips don’t 
take you to or through 
downtown, LRT might not 
be as important as, say, a bus 
that runs more than once an 
hour and outside weekday 
peaks. Unfortunately, previ¬ 
ous promises to rectify that 
have yet to be fulfilled. 

With LRT unlikely to pur¬ 
posefully venture into the 
city’s great swaths of indus¬ 
trial land, that means entire 
sectors of the economy may 


continue to go drastically 
underserved by transit. 

While many parts of the 
bus network would be good 
candidates for “premium 
bus service,” the rest needs 
to at least be “OK bus serv¬ 
ice” to start. 

It’s been promised over 
and over again, but maybe it 
needs some branding: “In¬ 
troducing buses on reason¬ 
ably straight routes that run 
during early evenings eveiy 
half-hour: Edmonton’s new 
and improved OBS routes!”

vents). Ozone irritates the 
respiratory tract and eyes. 

Nitrogen dioxide comes 
mostly from emissions 
from vehicles. 

Reduced sulfur com¬ 
pounds are compounds 
that create a rotten egg or 
cabbage smell. They come 
mostly from the pulp and 
paper or steel industries. 
These compounds are not 
considered a health hazard 
but their strong odour gets 
them into the air quality in¬ 
dex. 

Carbon monoxide is an 
odourless, poisonous gas 
that is produced through 
the burning of fossil fuels. 
Most of the carbon monox¬ 
ide in the atmosphere 
comes from vehicles. 

Particulate matter 
includes aerosols, 
smoke, fumes, 
dust, ash and 
pollen. Most 
particulate 
matter in the 
atmosphere is 
from 
com¬ 
bustion 
(vehi¬ 
cles, 
power 
gen¬ 
era¬ 


tion and other 
burning). 

In general people with 
asthma or chronic heart or 
lung disease are more sensi¬ 
tive to poor air quality. Par¬ 
ticulate matter can have seri¬ 
ous health effects and causes 


hospitalizations and even 
death in sensitive people 
(asthma, heart or lung dis¬ 
ease, children, the elderly). 

So why is all this worse 
in the summer time? 
There are two reasons for 
this. 

One is that the reaction 
that forms ozone takes 
place only in the presence 
of sunlight. The more sun¬ 
light, the more ozone is 
formed. And there is just 
more sunshine in the sum¬ 
mer. 

The other rea- 
son is that stag- 
nant air masses are 
more likely to de- 
\ jL velop in summer. 

Contaminants 
produced in 
dense popula¬ 
tion centres 
hangs over 
those centres 
rather than being 
blown away. 

So what can we 
do to make the air 
we breathe bet¬ 
ter? Many of 
the impacts come 
from vehicles, so 
driving better- 
tuned cars or driv¬ 
ing less, car-pooling 
and avoiding the use 
of gas-powered lawn 
mowers can all 
help. 

Electricity generation is 
another culprit so the less 
electricity we use, the less 
they have to generate, 
which means less air pollu¬ 
tion.

S ummer is coming. 
It is the season of 
barbecues, canoes, 
lawnmowers, roller- 
blades, swimming 
and sunning. It is also the 
season where weather fore¬ 
casters stop giving us the 
wind chill factor and start 
giving us the air quality in¬ 
dex. What is the air quality 
index? What causes the air 
quality to decline on some 
days in the summer? What 
does it mean to us? 

The air quality index in 
most areas is based on lev¬ 
els of common air pollu¬ 
tants, typically sulfur diox¬ 
ide, ozone, nitrogen diox¬ 
ide, total reduced sulfur 
compounds, carbon mon¬ 
oxide and fine particulate 
matter. 

Sulfur dioxide comes 
mostly from smelters and 
from electricity generation. 
It can cause breathing 
problems and respi¬ 
ratory illnesses. 

Ozone in the 
ozone layer is a good 
thing, but at ground sur¬ 
face it is a major compo¬ 
nent of smog. Ozone is not 
emitted by any industries; 
rather, it forms from a reac¬ 
tion between nitrogen ox¬ 
ides and volatile organic 
compounds (often sol¬

GM bankruptcy plans finalized 


Loonie on the rise 

Dollar has grown 9.5% since end of April: Data 


auto General Motors Corp. 
and the U.S. government fi¬ 
nalized plans yesterday for 
the battered automaker to 
reorganize, as a majority of 
debtholders helped clear 
the way to a bankruptcy 
filing expected today. 

Investors representing 
about 54 per cent of GM’s 
$27.2 billion US of bonds 
have indicated support for 
a U.S. Treasury-brolcered 


swap of debt for equity 
that could help speed the 
automaker’s way through 
bankruptcy. 

President Barack Obama 
is expected today to pub¬ 
licly discuss GM’s next 
steps as the U.S. govern¬ 
ment prepares to assume 
more than two-thirds con¬ 
trol of the company in ex¬ 
change for billions of dol¬ 
lars in assistance, reuters 


The Canadian dollar 
roared ahead again last 
Friday, firing on all 
cylinders as the greenback 
retreated, crude oil prices 
climbed and blue-chip 
stocks rallied in New York. 

By the time the dust set¬ 
tled, the loonie had gained 
1.9 cents US to $91.60 
cents. The currency has 
risen by 9.5 per cent since 
April 30, the most since at 
least October 1950, accord¬ 
ing to Bloomberg data. 

“I think the biggest driv¬ 
er is extreme U.S. dollar 
weakness that we are see¬ 
ing across currencies,” said 
Camilla Sutton, a currency 
strategist at Scotia Capital. 

“Sentiment has turned 
against the U.S. dollar. The 
positive U.S. dollar flows 
that we were seeing earlier 
this year and the fall of last 
year have essentially disap-

peared as risk aversion has 
come back down to more 
normal levels.” 

As the U.S. dollar moves 
back to its pre-financial cri¬ 
sis levels, it is rapidly los¬ 
ing ground against the 
loonie, the Australian dol¬ 
lar, the euro and other for¬ 
eign currencies. 

For its part, the loonie’s 
climb is also being but¬ 
tressed by a fresh surge in 
crude oil prices. On Friday, 


light sweet crude for May 
delivery rose $1.23 to 
$66.31 on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. 

And while Canada’s 
benchmark stock index 
closed slightly lower, 
American markets contin¬ 
ued their rally. The Dow 
Jones industrial average 
gained 96.53 points to 
8,500.33, while the Nasdaq 
moved 22.54 points higher 
to 1,774.33. 

Analysts said those gains 
signal increased optimism 
about the global economy 
— bullish sentiment that 
bodes well for petro-cur- 
rencies such as the loonie. 
If those trends continue, 
the it could easily hit 93 
cents in the coming weeks, 
said George Davis, chief 
foreign exchange strategist 
with RBC Capital Markets.

any Lumsden is 
86 and has been 

- formally retired 

for more than 
20 years. But he 
can still wrestle a trum¬ 
peter swan almost as fast 
as his daughter. 

Don’t worry, he doesn’t 
wrestle them for fun or 
sport. It’s to tag the large 
birds so they can be count¬ 
ed and tracked. 

Lumsden grew up in 
Scotland and always loved 
animals. He visited Canada 


during the Second World 
War when he was a mem¬ 
ber of the Royal Air Force. 
He liked the country and 
was offered a job with the 
Ontario Ministry of Natu¬ 
ral Resources in 1948. 
“They couldn’t get any bi¬ 
ologist from universities, 
there were no graduates 
after the war. They took a 
gamble on me,” he says. 

In the 40 years he spent 
with the ministry as a re¬ 
search scientist, Lumsden 
worked with geese, ducks, 
grouse and deer. In 1982, 
while working out of a re¬ 
search station in Maple, 
Ont., Lumsden and his col¬ 
leagues were assigned the 
task of bringing trumpeter 
swans back to the 
province. 

Trumpeter swans are the 
largest waterfowl in the 


world (smaller mute swans 
are much more common: 
they have an orange beak 
with a knob on it while 
trumpeters have a black 
one) and they had been 
heavily hunted in Ontario 


since the 1700s. The very 
last one was shot at Long 
Point in 1886. “A part of 
our heritage was de¬ 
stroyed,” says Lumsden. 

To start, Lumsden got 
eggs from Alberta, 


hatched them in incuba¬ 
tors and used mute swans 
to raise the cygnets. Later, 
he bought breeding pairs 
from the United States. 

He set the swans up on 
ponds near Maple (the lo¬ 
cals, usually farmers who 
owned the ponds, would 
keep an eye on them and 
feed them) and they multi¬ 
plied over the years. 

When Lumsden retired 
in 1988, he arranged with 
the ministry to keep on 
with his work. He still 
tags, tracks and organizes 
data — which has just re¬ 
cently been put on com¬ 
puter — on the now 1,400 
trumpeter swans in the 
province. His daughter Di¬ 
ana helps him out, particu¬ 
larly with computer-relat¬ 
ed work.

Ontario woman seeks child support from Hollywood star 


A Barrie, Ont., woman has 
filed a request to an 
Ontario court to compel 
actor Keanu Reeves to 
provide a DNA sample as 
part of a bid to get 
support for herself and 
her four children. 

Karen Sala, 46, who is 
acting as her own lawyer, 
filed notice in the Superior 
Court of Justice family 
branch. Legal papers were 
served on Reeves’ business 
manager in Los Angeles. 
The first court date for the 
case is July 6 in Barrie. 

“I’m pissed. I just want 
him to stand up and be a 
man,” Sala said. 

A spokesperson for the 
actor said Reeves denies 
even knowing Sala and 
strongly rejects her claims. 
None of the allegations 
have been proven in court.

Sala said she has tried

Sala said her children 
would like to know the 
truth about who their fa¬ 
ther is and she is launching 
the suit to seek “closure.” 

“They grew up with the 
ex’s family always saying 
they weren’t his, so they 
had to contend with that,” 
she said. 

In addition to the DNA 
test, Sala is seeking child 
support of $150,000 per 
month, retroactive to June 
1988, as well as $3 million 
per month in spousal sup¬ 
port retroactive to Novem¬ 
ber 2006. 

A Los Angeles spokesper¬ 
son for Reeves issued a 
statement denying her alle¬ 
gations. “Karen Sala’s alle¬ 
gations are completely 
false and absurd. Mr. 
Reeves has no knowledge 
of who she is,” Cheryl 
Maisel said in a statement. 

Paul Knell, Reeves’ Los 
Angeles business manager, 
questioned Sala’s motives, 
noting that all four chil¬ 
dren are now adults. 

“Before you disparage 
my client and lend validity 
to this, there’s clearly 
something wrong with 
someone who claims child 
support after all the kids 
have grown. I’m just point¬ 
ing that out,” Knell said. 

Knell said his client will 
undoubtedly become a tar¬ 
get of tabloid speculation 
as a result of Sala’s suit. 

“He (Reeves) is a high- 
profile person in Holly¬ 
wood so people come out 
of the woodwork. I’ll leave 
it at that,” Knell said. 

Reeves, 44, was bom in 
Beimt, Lebanon, but lived 
in Toronto with his mother 
until he moved to Holly¬ 
wood in the late ’80s. His 
current address in the court 
documents is in West Hol¬ 
lywood.

Tonight host O'Brien doesn’t see earlier timeslot as comedy barrier

Tonight, longtime Late 
Night host Conan O'Brien 
finally ascends the come¬ 
dy ladder, sitting down 
behind the desk of the 
Tonight Show stepping 
into one of the most se¬ 
cure jobs in Hollywood. 

But before he even had 
a chance to end his 16- 
plus-year run on Late 
Night, the man he was 
taking over for made off 
with a bit of the spotlight. 

Late last year, Jay Leno 
announced he’d be staying 
at NBC with a modified 
talk show airing at 10 p.m. 
beginning next fall. If 
O’Brien felt at all slighted 
by the move, though, he 
doesn’t let it show. “Jay’s 
staying with the network 
and going to 10 p.m. has 
actually made the transi¬ 
tion easier, because he’s 
happy and I’m happy, and 
that’s actually been kind 
of a godsend,” O’Brien 
says. 

He and Leno have al¬ 
ways been chummy, 
which O’Brien puts down 
to their common roots. 
“Nobody’s quite figured 
out why so many people 
from Massachusetts go in¬ 
to comedy,” he says. “I 
don’t know if it’s growing 
up with the perpetual dis¬ 


appointment of the 
Boston Red Sox, or if it’s 
the seven-month winter, 
but there’s something 
about growing up in that 
environment that pushes 
you very hard to find 
what’s humorous in life.” 

But the Jay Leno issue 
aside, what most people 
have been bugging 
O’Brien about is how his 
material will make the 
transition to the earlier 
timeslot. But he isn’t wor¬ 
ried. “People can overstate 
the idea that there’s a 
comedy barrier that sepa¬ 
rates 11:30 and 12:30 and 
that you’ll ignite antimat¬ 
ter if you bring 12:30 into 
11:30,” he says. “I think a 
lot of that’s overblown.” 

Still, some of his more 
notorious gags might need 
a slight tweak. “People fo¬ 
cus on the Masturbating 
Bear,” O’Brien admits. “I 
say, ‘OK, well how about 
the Self-Pleasuring Bear?”’ 

The biggest change for 
O’Brien and his crew has 
been the relocation from 
New York City to Los An¬ 
geles. “I miss walking 
down the street,” he says 
of life in NYC. “When you 
walk down the street in 
Los Angeles, people think 
that you’re off your 
meds.” 

And then there’s the pa¬ 
parazzi. “I’ve gone for a 
bike ride and cars would 


drive along with me and 
shoot me the whole time,” 
he says. “I kept thinking,

dios Friday. 

In a statement released 
by the 120,000-member 
Screen Actors Guild, sign¬ 
ers “wholeheartedly rec¬ 
ommend that SAG mem¬ 
bers VOTE YES on our ten¬ 
tative Television and The¬ 
atrical Contracts.” 

It ends with “I urge you 
to VOTE YES on this con¬ 
tract.” 

SAG had been em¬ 
broiled in a bitter labor 
dispute with Hollywood’s 
major film and television 


studios for 
nearly a 
year until 
last month 
when its 
contract 
negotia¬ 
tors 

reached an 
agreement 
over a 
new labor 
accord. 

Key sticking points in 
negotiations had centered 
on how much actors 
would get paid for work 
released on the Internet. 
Some members, including 
SAG president Alan Rosen¬ 
berg, have argued for 
more concessions by the 
studios. 

The old contract ex¬ 


pired on June 30 of 2008 
and since then actors 
have been working with¬ 
out a labor deal. Holly¬ 
wood has been on edge 
much of the past year 
fearing a possible strike 
amid the recession if a 
pact could not be reached. 

The membership is cur¬ 
rently voting, and ballots 
are expected to be count¬ 
ed up by early June. 

Other members signing 
the statement urging a 
“yes” vote include SAG 
National Board Members 
Adam Arlcin, Amy Brenne- 
man and Morgan 
Fairchild. Other notable 
actors signing include Sal¬

Ground Beef Curry 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) lean ground 
beef 

1 onion, minced 
4 medium potatoes, 
peeled and diced 

3 garlic cloves, chopped 
1 in. (2.5 cm) piece fresh 
ginger, peeled and minced 
1 cinnamon stick, halved 
1 tsp (5 ml) ground 
turmeric 

1 tsp (5 ml) cumin seeds, 
roughly crushed 
1 tsp (5 ml) coriander 
seeds, roughly crushed 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) dried red 
chili flakes 
1 can (14 oz/398 ml) 
crushed tomatoes 
11/4 cups (300 ml) beef or 
lamb stock 

1/2 bag (5 1/2 oz/150 g) ba¬ 
by leaf spinach 
Salt and fresh-ground 
black pepper 
Fresh mint leaves 

RAITA 

2/3 cup (150 ml) plain low- 
fat yogourt 

1/4 cucumber, finely diced 

4 tsp (20 ml) chopped 
fresh mint 

METHOD: 

1. Put beef and onion in 


large pot over medium 
heat and saute until 
brown, stirring to break 
up meat, 5 minutes. Add 
potatoes, garlic, ginger 
and spices; saute 2 
minutes longer. Add toma¬ 
toes and stock and season 
with salt and pepper to 
taste. Bring to boil, cover, 
reduce heat and simmer, 
stirring occasionally, 20 
minutes. 

2. Meanwhile, make raita. 
Mix yogourt, cucumber 
and mint together with lit¬ 
tle seasoning. Spoon into 
bowl and chill until 
required. 

3. Stir spinach into curry 
and heat through 1 
minute. Taste and adjust 
seasoning, if necessary. 
Spoon curry onto warm 
plates and sprinkle with 
fresh mint leaves. Serve 
immediately with chilled 
raita.
